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BT he following Devate in the General Affembly, in the affatr of the Revee 
rend Mr Anderfon at Gorbals, has been unavridably delayed for want of 


room. 

On RE the 3d June, there appeared at the bar of the venera- 
ble Affembly, Meff. [zat and Suodgra/s, reprefentatives of the Fevers, 
with Mr James Bofwell as their counfel :—Vhe Rev. Mr Anderfru, 
with the Hon. Heury Erst-ue, as his counfel, and two different parties 
of the Prefbytery of Glatyow ;—viz. for giving Mr Ander‘on a libel, 


the Rev. Drs Corfe and Finlay :—Againft it, the Rev. Mell. Porteous 
at Giafgow, and. Dew at Kirkintilloch, 
Mr Bofwell opened the caufe for the Feuers; faid, that it was a ve- 
ry ferious and difagrecable bufinefs, being an accufation brought a- 
gaintt a minifter of the gofpel, who, before this unhappy fom clam:- 
fa, had maintained, not oaly an unblemilhed, but >a reipectable cha- 
rafter: As, however, a fama had articn, that he was the father of 
three children bora by Helen Simpfon, who had been his fervant, the 
Feners infifted, that there-fhould be atrial. He faid, if his clients had 
paitions and prejudices aguinft Mr Anderfon, he had none. A long 
precognition had been taken, but be had not feen it; he, therefore, 
knew nothing of the fact, and would, as in all criminal cafes thould 
be the rule, hold the aceuféd perfon to be innocent until convicted : 
That what he had to plead was only points uf law, viz. the competency 
and relevancy of the libel exhibited by the Feuers: ‘That as to the cam- 
petency, it was objeéted, the libellers had no title, becaufe they were 
fot of the communion of the Church of Scotland: This he confidered 
to be very frivolons, Beeaule, althougl the fact were fo, he would hold, 
that any of the inhabitants of a parifh have a right to inveftigate the 
moral charaétet of its ettablifred minifer: But, in this cate, there 
were only two of the Feuers Seceders; io that there was more than a 
jufficient number to cerry on the procefs, which he maintained might 
be done by any one of them: That feveral other objections were {tated 
in Mr Anderfon’s cafe: [The Hon. Mr Ha skine declared, that be did not 
infift upon more of them thun the want of title, and a tes judicata.| ‘The ca- 
pital one, however, was an alledged res judicata; but, When this was 
explained, the Afflembly would fee that there was nothing in its. for 
the fact ftood thus: ‘The fama having arifen, the Feuers applied to 
the. Prefbytcry to make an enquiry, according to the practice of the 
Chureh. in like cafes. Avcordingly the Prefbytery examined a number 
of witnefles, and then refolved to give Mr Anderfon a libel. He ap- 
pealed to the Synod of Glafgew and Ayr, and the Synod reverfed the 
feritence, giving Mr Anderion only a very gentle admonition: But 
this was not a judicium, was not a trial ; was nothing more than a pre- 
cognition, for the private information of the Pretbytery, to direét their 
own conduct, The Feuers were no parties. It was taken with thut 
doors; though, by an extraordinary indulgence, Mr Anderfon was 
permitted to be prefent; and, what was a moft effential dittinétion, 
the witnelles were examined only wpon declaration, and not upen oath. 
Eut now the Fevers, who were deeply interefted in the matter, had 
brought a libel, ftating the charges againft Mr Anderfon {pecifically, 
fo that witnefles might be examined m a regular aud diftinét manner, 


and be put tpon oath, to compel them to fpeak the truth. That this, | 
and this alone, wasa trial: That his clients could not be precluded | 


from it by what had pafled in the Church judicatures : ‘That all that 
was defired was @ fair trial, in order that Mr Anderfon’s guilt or in- 
nocence might be fully inveftigated; and that it feemed ftrange that 
the reverend gentleman fhould with to avoid fuch an jnveltigation : 
"That as to the relevancy of the libel, (here he read it article by article, 
commenting upon each charge as he went along, which was fomewhat 
tedious,) it was objected, that the Feuers had not been particular e- 
nough as to time and place; but that, in occult crimes, fuch as hove 
charged, the utmoft nicety and precifion could not be required. It 
was impoffible to trace an offender into all places of concealment, and 
bring direét and pofitive proof of the feveral ats of immorality. It 
‘was enough to libel, that the reverend gentleman was the father of 
the three children born by this woman in different years, and to ad- 
duce fuch a colleétion of circumftancés as would amount to good circum- 
fiantial evidence, enough to impre{s conviction that the charges were 
true. 

‘The Hon. Henry Erskine {poke next on the part of Mr Anderfon, in 
which, he principally infifted on the following topics: That the con- 
duét of the libellers towards Mr Anderfon, almoft ever fince his firft 
happy and -harmonious fettlement in the parith, had been a fries of 
the moft cruel and wanton oppreffion. Of this their conduct he gave 
many inftances. 
the fame that had been laid hold of for the prefent profecution ; point- 
ed out all the fteps taken by the Prefbytery of Glafgow to inveftigate 
the grounds of the fama, -and the honourable acquittal of Mr Ander- 
fon. by the Synod of G cand Ayr, with an admonition only to a- 
void going to Hélen Simion’s honfe, that circumitance having given of. 
fence to fome perfons in his parifh, From thence he argued, that the 
libellers ought to have been fatisfied with the fentence of the Church 
Courts, the: proper guardian of the purity of the members of the 
Church ; and that their not being fo, evinced, that malice and refent- 
ment, not jultice and'the love of religion, influenced their conduct ; and 
that they provoked another trial, not that they thought a fair invefti- 
gation could touch Mr Anderfon, but that they flattered themfelves 
that they hdd, by tampering with the infamous woman who had ai/ 
along judicially acgnitted Mr Anderfon, prevailed upon her now to ac- 
cufe him. ‘That in this hope alone they could have thought of pre- 
fenting a Jibel againft him, on the fame grounds and evidence with 

ofe they had fuggefted on the Prefbyterial enquiry. 

Mr Erfkine then went on to infift, fir’, That the former judgment 
of the Synod was res judicata, and a bar to all farther profecution. 
That he pleaded this for his client, not that he was afraid of a farther 
inveftigation, could it be fairly made; but that this was impoffible, as 
he fhould afterwards fhow, that thofe very libellers had poifoned 
the fources of evidence, by the moft infamous attempts at fubordina- 
tion of perjury that ever appeared i any cafe. As ‘to the res 
judicata, he endeavoured to fhow, that by the law and praétice of the 
Church, courts might, if they pleafed, proceed againft a minifter with- 
out a libel, even to the higheft cenfurc ; and that fuch fentence would 
be final and conclufive. He fupported this doétrine by quotation from 
the Form of Procefs, and other authority, He fhowed alfo from au- 
thority, this to be the law of England, when profecutions proceeded 
in the Ecclefiaftical Court ¢x officio, where there was no private pro- 
fecutor. That this wasthe cafe with the enquiry, as it was called, be- 
fore the Prefbytery. There was no private profecutor, thofe very li- 
bellers having refufed to profeeute. The Prefbytery proceeded ex officic. 
No libel was therefore neceflary ; at leaft finee none was demanded hy 
Mr Anderfon. ‘The Synod had prenounced a fentence, which was a- 
gainft Mr Anderfon, in fo far as it contained an admonition. Elad it 
contained the higheft -cenfure, he muft have fubmitted, as he had a!- 
lowed the trial to go on without making any objection. In material 
juttice, therefore, which ought never to be facvificed to forum, he had 
been already tried.for the crime charged, and could not again be brought 
to trial on the fame grounds. 

. But, 240, he infifted, That on fuppofition that the Prefbyterial 
enquiry had been a precognition-merely, {till it was a fuificient ground 
for quafhing the prefent: profecution, It was a point perfectly clear, 
that no private perfomshad any right, title,-or intereft, to profecute 4 
tninifter, independent of the intere(t that the public has, that crimes 
fhould not go unpunifhed : That Kirk Seffiens, who had the power of 
trying ordinary icandals again{t. other perfons than minitters of the 
gofpel, had it in their power to admit, or mot to adinit, profecutions 
at the inftance of private libellers; and that they were to be directed 
in the exercife of this diferetionary power, by the profpeét. there ap- 
peared of bringing offenders to conviction. When there was no fuch 
pro{pect, they were neither themfcives to libel, nor admit a hbel, at 
the initance of private profecutors. To Prefbyteries the fole right of 
profecuting minifters was confined by the laws of the Church. _ They 


He next proceeded to thow the rife and progreis of | 











and fcandalous views of the libellers. 
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might libel a fafpeéted brother, or they might allow private perfons to 
libel him; ‘but fuch proceffes were of a delicate nature ‘they were not 
to be entered on but in cafes where the ftrongeft fufpiciyns of guilt ap- 
peared, and the highcft likelihood of bringing the offender to punith- 
ment. That it isa rule of the Church, “* That offences which the 
* Church find cannot be proven, ought not to be profecuted; for thus 
ma her authority is much weakened, neither is the Offender edified.”— 
Phe Affembly had here a full precognition on their table, containing 
every circumftance that appeared againft Mr Anderfon, on the fulleft 
inveftigation made under the direétion of the libellers themfelves ; from 
that they would judge, if there was ground for a, trial—ground eveu 
for fufpicion. If they found there was not, it was their duty to ufe 
their power, as the fupremeé judicatory, as the public profecutors in 
Ecclefiattical cvimes, as the guardians of the purity of the members of 
the Church, and refufe to allow any libel now to be broaght, and 
thereby to quath an infamous profecution, begun in malice, and 
which it appeared to be the iutention of the libellers to conclude by 
falfchood and fubornation. He then went through the principal part 
of the evidence in the precognition, brought home to feveral of the li- 
bellers attempts to fuborn Helen Simpfon, by promifes of money, gi- 
ving her drink, &c. He pointed out ier former declarations before 
the Seffion, Presbyteryand Magiftrates of Gorhuls, all exculpatory 
of Mr Anderfon. At the fame time, he faid, ‘he left the ftating of 
much of the proof to Mr Porteous, » fio was to {peak after him, who 
was well acquainted therewith, and could mention fe the Houfe many 
circumftances from his own perfonal knowledge ; ‘but that be thought 
thefe great lines of the precognition clearly evineed the total want of 
evidence, and indeed, the innocence, of his client, and the malice 
He wag exceedingly feverd on 
the libellers, and called on thofe of them prefént to point ont from 
the precognition, a circumftamee tending in the fémetelt degree to cri- 
minate Mr Anderfon ; and he fubmitted to the Aflembly, that, after 
Mr Anderfon’s former acquittal, they could net new allow a profeca- 
tion, without fabje¢ting an innocent brother to the risk of being con- 
viéted, ‘or at leait blackened, by falfe evidence; and permitting the 
libellerc, who feemed willing to go any lengths, to draw into the guilt 
of perjury not only the abandoned creature whofe crimes had given 
rife to this profecution, but any other witnefles whofe characters and 
fituations made them an eafy prey to the intrigues of the profe- 
cutors. 

Mr Erskine then went on, at fome length, to point out the want -of 
title in the libellers to profecute, were a. procéfs Mill competent, and 
to object to the relevancy of the libel. [The/e obfervations it is uanecef- 
Jary to infert, as the Afjembly did not judge of thofe prints.| And, he con- 
cluded with hoping, that the Affembly would, in this cafe, as in that 
of the minifter of Foderty [which he tead from the Record) judge of 
this precognition themfelves, and difimifs altogether this fcandalous.and 
malicious procefs. 

Mr Bofwell replied, That the defender, or pannel, in this cafe, had 
affumed-a great advantage; for that his aceufers, as had been ftated in 
thé outfetting, did not come here to argue the matter ‘of fait, but only 
to plead points of law, with refpeét to the competency and relevaocy 
of the libel; whereas his honourable friend, whofe client had becn ad- 
mitted to the.private federunts of the Prefbytery, while iavettigating 


his own conduct, had launched out into tht wide field of the preeagni-. 
tion, with which the libellers, who were no parties to it, had no ace: 


cefs to be acquainted ; and, therefore, it was*not reafonable that any 
bad impreffions fhould be received againft them, when one fide only 
ftated allegations whieh the other fide had not.an opportunity to ¢xa- 
mine. He repeated his affertion, that all thet-peiled befere the Pre- 
fbytery and Synod was nothing elfe than a precognition, and that it 
would be an extraordinary ftretch to convert that precognition into a 
trial : That his clients politively denied the fevere accnfations of having 
tampered with any one witnefs, or attempted to prochte corrupt evi- 
dence; and that, if a fair trial fhould be allowed, thefe accufations 
would be refuted, and appear groundlefs and injurious: That, as they 
were not acquainted with the particulars of the precognition, they 
could not now anfwer what they apprehended was irregularly introdu- 
ced; but this much they could ftate, that one of the. charges, of tam- 
pering with Helen Simpfon,. was made againft Thomas Ferrier, ‘one of 
the feners, now deceafed; and Mr Ferricr, upon being informed of 
it, gave in a petition to the Prefbytery, praying to have ah enquiry 
made, protefting his innocence, and averring, that he could make it 
appear, that the ‘perfon who had accufed him was under the 
grofleft miftake: That the competency, therefore, of a libel at the 
inftance of the Feuers, he trufted, would be fuftained. And as 
tothe relevancy; although it. was no firable, that time 
and place fiould be {pecified; yet wheré the ‘of the ctime ‘was 
fach, that in very few inftances that. ‘fone, a Court thould re- 
ceive a libel, mentioning fuch circumftayees s aceufers could col- 
leét; from’ which, if proved, the. criminal. faét ‘might’ with fuffi¢ient 
certainty be deduced. . The libellers,. in, this caft, could not fay when 
or where the immoral aéts which they charge were committed; but 
they ftated circumftances,.which they maintained would amount to 
fufficient evidence, that the feveral crimes were committed within cer- 
tain periods ; that, in the courfe of the proof, the defender would be 
allowed every advantage to which he was entitled, as to proving an 
alibi or otherwife, fo that-he would havendé reafon to complain. He 
again faid, that he was. willing, in the prefent ftate of the cafe, to 
hold the defender as. innocent; but when a fama clamofa was once rai- 
fed, it was neceflary, on every account, to have it inveftigated in a re- 
gular manner: ‘That it would be indecent to fuppofe, that the Vene- 
rable Affembly would ellow a mere pled of form to prevent an enquiry 
into the moral charaéter of any Revefend Brother.’ He read the copy 
of part of a fentence pronounced by. the Lords Auchinleck aud Coal/ion, 
at acircuit court at Invernefs, where Mt Ni/bet, an Orkney minifter, 
was convicted of notour adultery, and im ment of tranfportation for 
life was pronounced againft him: And oe Lordthips ordered the fen- 
tence to be intimated to the Moderators ofthe Pre/bytery, Synod, and Com- 
miffion, giving them a decent hint, that the matter had been rather 
negleéted in the Church court; an admonition which, ‘he foppoted, 
the Venerable Affembly would not with to have repeated. 

Thefe are but imperfeét notes of what was faid by the counfel. Mr 
Tzat himfe}f {poke for » little, and faid, that the Feuers. were willing 


r to undertake a proof of their libel. 


The Reverend Dr Corfe made a very ferious and calm fpeech in fup- 
port of the Pre(bytery of Glafgow, and infifted, that it would hurt 
Mr Anderfon’s ufefuloefs as a Minifter, if a proof of the libel were 
not allowed, He was followed by the Reverend Dr Porteous at Glaf- 
gow, who delivered one of the ablft fpeeches that ever was heard in 
any Court, and which we thall endeavour to give ouf-readers as fully 
as poffible, in a future paper, thoagh we are very fenfible of our ina- 
bility to do It juftice.
